WILL PAY THE TAXES, 


The Central Decides to Have No Clash with 
South Carolina Authorities. 

Savannah, Ga., February 2.—The Central 
railroad company, controlling the Port 
Royal and Angusta and the 
Port Royal and Western Carolina railroads 
has decided to pay to the county oflicers of 
each county in South Carolina the amount 
of taxes on railroad property together with 
a penalty of-15 per cent. Later on an ef 
fort will be made to recover the penalty. 

Yesterday afternoon the sheriff of Laurens 
county seized the train on the Port Royal 
and Western Carolina. The attorneys 
of the Central this morning stated that no 
effort would be made to attach and punish 
him for contempt of court although Judge 
Simonton, of the United States court at 
Charleston, had given warning that he had 
would certainly punish any sheriff or other 
oflicer interfering with the properties. The 
attorneys stated that the taxes would have 
to be paid and that although the penalty was 
objected to, it would also be paid under 
protest in order to avoid further dissentions 
with the state. The taxes have to be 
paid at the county seat of each county 
through which the railroads pass. It takes 
time to ascertain the exact amount and 
forward it to the agent there. but the work 
is being done as rapidly as possible and it 
will be but a matter of a few days before 
all the taxes are paid. The seizure of the 
train at Laurens is directly attributable to 
Governor Tillman’s circular to the sheriffs 
published in The Constitution. The action 
of the Central in deciding to pay the taxes 
and penalty, it is claimed, Wes arrived at 
before anything was known of that circu- 
lar and was not the result of the governor’s 
fulminations.

It 
was supposed and hoped that the question 
would be settled at the last meeting of the 
city council Wednesday night, but post- 
ponement was again asked for by the com- 
mittee and granted. Mr. Swift intimated 
that if something wasn’t done, the city would 
be left in darkness, since he could not afford 
to continue the lighting under the old con- 
tract, while the council was inviting compe- 
tition. Hverybody on the street today is 
talking about the action of the council, and 
some of the comments are favorable while 
other are unfavorable. Mr. Swift jumped 
on the committee and especially Mr. I 
Joseph, with all four feet so to speak, at 
the recent meeting of the council, accusing 
them and him of attempting to break down 
home enterprises and never contributing to 
the establishment of any. Mr. Swift 
claims to know the true inwardness of the 
opposition and threatens to expose the whole 
business. The further developments may 
prove very interesting.

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Walter Cochran's Wife Betrays Him to 
the OMeers. 


SAYS HE 18 TWICE A MURDERER 


The Police Strongly Believe Him to Be 
the Slayer of Dr. Barrett and Wife. 
He Is Locked Up, Half Dead. 


A serious shooting scrape on last Saturday 
night may lead to the untangling of a deeply 
complicated web of mystery that surrounds 
one of the most brutal murders ever com- 
mitted in Georgia. 

On last Saturday night Walter Cochran, 
a@ negro living on the corner. of Smith and 
Hightower sereets, went home drunk and, 
after quarreling with his wife, attacked her 
with a razor. In self-defense she drew a 
pistol and shot him in the neck, producing 
what may prove to be a fatal wound. 

Saturday night Cochran’s wife was ar- 
rested and carried to the police station. She 
was kept until Monday morning, when she 
was released, as it was said by all the wit- 
nesses that the shooting was done in self- 
defense. At that time Cochran was thought 
to be fatally hurt and that it wouwl@ be dan- 
gerous to carry him to police headquarters. 
The ambulance was sent out to his brother's 
home, where he was carried after being 
shot to take him to the Grady hospital, 
but strange to say he had left the house 
when it arrived. His disappearance was a 
mystery, as he was thought to be in a dy- 
ing condition. He could not be found any- 
where. 

Cochran’s wife gave the officers some 
startling information concerning her husband 
while she was locked up Sunday. She said 
that he was guilty of murder and was living 
under an assumed name. His real name she 
said was Walter Mike. 

The murder she said occurred about a 
year ago while they were living near East 
Point. She knew nothing of it beyond what 
he had told her. Often he had confessed 
to her that he and another negro had killed 
an old man and his wife for money, but had 
failed to get anything. 

She told her story to Captain Thompson, 
and from questioning her thoroughly that 
official began to conuect the killing which 
Cochran’s wife said he had confessed to her 
with the murder of Dr. Barrett and his 
wite, which occurred near Griftin a little 
more than a year ago. 

“He has told me about it a hundred times, 
I guess,” said she, “and always cautioned 
me not to say anything about it.” 

Captain Thompson remembere that 

the time of the murder. a 
had been advanced implicating 
the murder two negroes who’ had 
walked from Atlanta to Cresswell, where 
the murder was committed, on the day the 
killing was done. One negro was arrested, 
but the chain of evidence was never vom- 
pleted and he was turned loose. He de- 
cided that there might be something in the 
negro woman’s story and he detailed two 
officers to look for Cochran. 

Early yesterday morning Call Officer 
Beavers and Wagonman Wooten found him 
in Reynoldstown and brought him to head- 
quarters. He was in a serious condition trom 
his wound in the neek, but he was locked 
up and Dr. Van Goidtsnoven was summoned 
to attend him. Cochran may yet die from 
the pistol shot wound in the neck. The 
ball entered the front part of the neck and 

assed entirely through, coming out on the 

ack of the neck. 

Cochran is a desperate character and has 
served two sentences in the chaingang. He 
was sent up from Jonesboro at one time 
aud afterwards was sent up from another 
county. He never finished his last sentence. 
but eseaped and stole a gun and 
several other articles from the guard. A 
full description of him was found on the 
books at headquarters yesterday. 

The officers are impressed with the truth 
of his wife’s story and are convinced that 
Cochran is a murderer and is wanted some- 
where. Captain Thompson will investigate 
the matter thoroughly. Cochran is in no 
condition to talk now. 


NOW INSPECIAL SESSION. 


The Criminal Branch of the Superior Court 
Has Commeénced an Extra Term. 


_ The criminal branch of the superior court 
is now having an eaira session. 

The regular term 2f the court ended day 
before yesterday but as several cases had 
not been disposed of it was necessary to hold 
an additional term: in order to clear the 
docket. 

When Judge Clark entered the courtroom 

yesterday morning he was in his customary 
good humor. . 
_ “Mr. Hill,” said he with a merry twinkle 
in his eye, as he took his seat upon the 
bench, “why is this court like Mr. Tenny- 
son’s brook.” 

There was a titter in the courtroom as 
the judge pronounced his conundrum. 
After a little hesitation the solicitor, rub- 
ue his brow, spoke up: 

“Because it goes on forever, I suppose, 
your honor.” 

“Right Mr. Hill,” replied the judge, “but 
this court will be running long after 
Tennyson’s brook has dried up.” 

There was a hearty round of laughter at 
this judicial sally, and as soon as the merri- 
ment subsided in the courtroom the solic- 
itor proceeded to call his docket. 

The court will probably remain in. ses- 
sion throughout the week. There are sev- 
eral small cases to be tried, and the court 
will not adjourn until some disposition is 
made of them. 

The amount of work which has fallen upon 
Judge Clark during the last few weeks has 
been very heavy. It will be remembered 
that he is the judge of the Storie Mountain 
circuit and bas a large amount of other work 
that requires his attention. In order to do 
it all and to do it well, as he does every- 
thing, it takes almost the whole of his 
time. 

Solicitor Hill is, therefore, of the opin- 
jon that Atlanta ought to have a separate 
criminal court. This would insure the 
prompt and speedy trial of criminals and 
would be a great relief to Judge Clark.

Naturally, one would think from all 
this talk that the French lead the world 
in the matter of saving morey. This is a 
mistake. In proportion to population, 
their savings will not compare with those 
of the people of Massachusetts. After 
twenty-two years of prosperity, the de 
posits in the French savings banks 
amount to §$720,000,000,, while in 
Massachusetts the savings banks deposits 
amount to $543,000,000, and yet Massa- 
chusetts has only 2,360,000 population 
against more than 30,000,000 Frenchmen. 

These figures show that the people of 
Massachusetts beat the French all hollow 
when it comes to saving money. More- 
over, they live more comfortably. One 
explanation of the situation is the fact 
that in New England there has been a 
regular savings bank craze for genera- 
tions. Wage-workers idlepowut treir earn- 
ings in these panks because their neigh- 
bors do, and the young men growing up 
simply follow the fashion. 

In the south savings banks exist, but 
people have not yet acquired the habit 
of taking care of small savings. It will 
come in time, and when it becomes the 
regular thing for every wage-worker to 
deposit his little surplus every week in 
his local savings bank, the south will 
speedily accumulate millions of home 
capital that will greatly aid her develop- 
ment. 

In, this respect, both France and Massa- 
chusetts are worth studying. 


The Hoopskirt Panio. 


We are now told that the hoopskirt 
panic that has seized the able editors of 
the land has no foundation except in the 
misinterpretation of the word “crinoline.’’

We learn from a Boston exchange that 
the word “crinoline” is derived from 
Latin crinis, hair, and linum, flax, and 
that it is applied to the cloth which, when 
made int petucoats, causes the skirts to 
stand out stiff as when an extra supply 
of starch has been applied to them.

Nevertheless, it is well to bear in mind 
the fact that crinoline petticoats preceded 
the hoopskirt craze. Crinoline cloth was 
pretty stiff, but when there -vas competi- 
tion among the women, it was found that 
crinoline could not be depended on to 
make the required bulge, and so the steel 
hoopskirt was invented. It grew bigger 
and bigger, until the comic artists began 
to ridicule it, and then there was a 
gradual collapse.

A Reminder. 


Except from Mr. Cleveland and The 
Constitution, the public hears very little 
about the tariff and tariff reform.

The talk of an 
extra session for the purpose of pre- 
paring for and furthering the proposed 
reform has died away to a whisper that 
can hardly be heard in the genoral buzz 
that is going on nbout ihe oflices. 

The brethren are so busy with other 
matters that Mr. Cleveland bas been 
compelled to go into the country and 
lock himself in, in order to escape the 
madding crowd. Happy today is the man 
who is not engaged in the scramble for 
office—who has the leisure and the in- 
clination to continue the fight for tariff 
reform—who feels it to be his duty to 
remind the country of the nieaning of 
the contest that closed in November—and 
who bas enough enthusiasm left to enable 
him to remind the brethren that the star- 
eyed goddess of reform is not jin- the 
humor to be flirted with. 

It is all yery well to buzz around about 
the offices, and to discourse learnedly 
about the balance of trade and the fleet- 
ing character of speculative wealth. 
But the main question is_ tariff 
reform. That is a question that 
was with us yesterday, and 
that is with us today, and arrangements 
should be made so that it» will not be 
with us the day after tomorrow. How 
are we to go about it? When are 
we to get at it? Is it to be _ post- 
poned to 1894, and after, or ‘loes the 
party propose to make a strenuous effort 
to give the people a measure of relief as 
promptly as possible. 

We have heard it hinted that the peo- 
ple would resent an extra session, but 


This is bad enough, but it is not as bad- 
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than it ever has been in any democratic 
platform since the war—or before, either, 
for that matter. 

“Tariff reform” is a term that may be 
given over to any degree of vagueness, 
but it is no longer vague for the demo- 
cratic party. It has been defined in the 
Chicago platform, so that vhere is no 
longer any excuse for misunderstanding 
it. The platform says that protection for 
protection’s sake is unconstitutional, and 
must, therefore, be swept away. ‘The re- 
peal of the McKinley law is only a step 
in the direction of the tariff reform that 
the people have endorsed. With that out 
of the way, the Morrill tariff, which is 
protective in all its features, will still re 
main, and that must be reformed. 

There is no question of reforming the 
McKinley law. As Mr. Cleveland says, 
that must be repealed, and then the work 
of genuine tariff reform -:nust begin. 
Duties that are purely protective will 
have to go, and the whole schedule will 
have to be modeled to méét the demands 
of the people. These things shvuld not 
be forgotten.

How Is This? 

The enemies of the Panama canal 
charge that its promoters raised $265,- 
000,000, and spent only $80,000,000 for 
actual work, the balance being wasted 
or stolen. 

If this statement is true, it is the best 
thing that has been said ltately to show 
the feasibility of the Panama caral en- 
terprise. If all the work on the isthmus 
cost only $80,000,000, there is good 
reason to believe that a company spend- 
ing $80,000,000 more in an “conomical 
way on a canal with locks would be able 
to complete the proposed waterway be- 
tween the oceans. 

But it is by no means certain that these 
figures are reliable. The opponents of 
the canal are determined to smash it, if 
the truth will do it, and, if the facts 
are against them, they are not averse to 
lying. So, just at present, there is no 
telling whether the work on the canal 
cost $80,000,000 or double that sum. 

As the enterprise may change hands in 
a few weeks, a true statement of the case 
would be worth a great deal to many 
speculators on both sides of the sea. 


Truth in Advertising. 

Referring to a squib in The Washing- 
ton Star, concerning deceptive advertising, 
an Ohio contemporary says: 

But that style of advertising is rapidly going 
out of date. The advertiser finds in the end 
that plain statement of facts serves his pur- 
pose best. Let the advertisement be attrac- 
tively worded, humorously illustrated, new or 
novel in@its get-up; but it doesn’t pay to 
try and palm something off for what it is 
not on the wide-awake newspaper readers of 
the day. 

This is a great business truth stated in 
very conservative terms. The man who 
would fool the reader of his :dvertise 
ment would fool a purchaser. 

It is a good thing that this style of 
advertising is going out. Even a dis- 
honest merchant should know that 
honesty is the best policy. If a business 
man, without that virtue, will force him- 
self to tell the truth about his goods 
when he advertises them, he will find 
that it pays in the long run. Newspaper 
readers very soon find out whether it is 
safe to trust certain advertisers, and they 
mentally blacklist the untruthful’ ones 
and give their patronage to those who 
have kept faith with them.

I took it 
off and replaced it several times. My shop- 
mate came back presently, paid the wager 
and said he had heard the watch tick as dis- 
tinctly as if it had been held to his eur. 
That was about fifty years ago. It was my 
first experience with the telephone. I was 
nineteen years old then, but covldn’t see far 
enough ahead to make tke millions that I 
might have made out of my discovery.”

Selecting Jurors, 
GRAND AND TRAVERSE BOXES JOINED 


The Full Text of a Recent Law Which 
Has Been Passed Unobserved by the 
Public Up to Date. 


Next Tuesday the county commissioners 
of every county in Georgia will meet for 
the purpose of making very significant and 
notable changes in the system of selecting 
jurors. ; 

This work will be obedient to the com- 
mands of a law made by the last general 
assembly. ‘The bill was passed by both 
houses of the legislature and. approved 
December 15, 1892. ‘ 

But little has been said about its provis- 
ions in the public prints, and it has been 
passed almost unnoticed by the county 
commissioners up to this time.. The time 
required for the change of the system is 
the first Tuesday in February, 1893, which 
is next Tuesday, and hence the work is 
right at hand. 

The chief object of the law is to consoli- 
date the grand and traverse jury boxes of 
the several counties. 

It will be of interest to the county com- 
missioners of the state to see the text of 
the law, since the published reports of the 
acts have not yet been sent out.. Here is 
the law as it was passed: 

i general assembly of Georgia do en- 

Section 1—That section 3910 of the pres- 
ent code of Georgia be amended by striking 
out all after the words “grand jurors,” in 
the line next to the last, and by inserting 
in lieu thereof the following: “whose names 
they shall write upon other tickets. The 
entire number first selected, including those 
aiterwards selected as grand jurors, shall 
constitute the body of traverse jurors for 
the county, to be drawn for service as now 
provided by law, except that when, in 
drawing juries, a name shall be drawn as 
& traverse Juror which has already been 
drawn for the same term as a grand juror, 
such name shall be returned to the box and 
another drawn in its stead,” so that said 
section as amended shall read as follows: 

3910 (d) commissioners in each county in 
this state appointed by the presiding judge 
of the superior court, and constituting the 
jury commissioners, shall revise the jury 
list and shall select from the books of the 
tax receiver upright and intelligent men to 
serve as jurors and shall write the nameg 
of the persons so selected upon tickets, as 
required by law. It shall be the duty of 
said jury commissioners to select from these 
a sufficient number, not exceeding two-fifths 
of the whole number, of the most expe 
rienced, ptr ge and upright men to 
serve as grand jurors, whose names they 
shall write upon other tickets. The entire 
number first selected, including those after- 
wards selected as grand jurors, shall con- 
stitute the body of traverse jurors for the 
county ta be drawn for service as now pro- 
vided by law, except that when in drawing 
juries & name shall be drawn as a traverse 
Juror which has already been drawn for 
the same term as a gpand juror, such name 
shall be returned tw the box and another 
be drawn in its stead.” 

Section 2—That in order to carry this act 
into effect, it shall be the duty of the jury 
commissioners for each county in this state 
to convene on the first Tuesday in Febru- 
ary, 1893, or within thirty days thereafter, 
and prepare and place in the traverse jury 
box tickets containing the names of all per- 
sons in the grand jury box, the tickets con- 
taining the names found in apartments num- 
bered 1 and 2 severally of the grand jury 
bex placed in the corresponding apartments 
of the traverse jury_box, and mixed with 
the tickets already therein. 

The third section of the law repeals con- 
flicting laws.

WILL THE COURTHOUSE BE MOVED? 


It Is Thought the People Will Not’ Be 
- Willing to Vote for More Than $300,- 
000 for All the Improvements 


The erection of a new jail and a reforma- 
tory prison are now the prevailing topics of 
discussion. 


The action of the board of county commis- 
sioners which met on last Wednesday brought 
the matter before the public in a shape that 
set the town immediately to thinking. 

A great many people want a new courthouse 
and instead of making additions to the eld one 
they want to purchase a new site and put up 
a larger and more attractive building. 


Atlanta as the capital and principal city of 
Georgia authorizes the erection of large and 
elegant public buildings. 

Chairman Hunnicutt fairly represented the 
sertiment of this class of citizens when he 
said the other day at the meeting of the 
board: “I am in favor of a large and hand- 
some courthouse, and if we can find a suitable 
lot I am in favor of putting up a new build- 
ing altogether. Fulton county, with all of its 
wealth and importance, ought to have a court- 
house that will cost as much as $600,000. The 
other buildings ought to be handsome one’s 
also. I am not in favor of putting up any- 
thing shabby, or of being cramped for the 
want of money.”’ 

Action of the Board. 

It was decided by the board of county com- 
missioners last Wednesday that Fulton county 
had need of a new jail, a reformatory prison, 
and alse an extension to the present court- 


house. 

The question of a new courthouse was also 
warmly discussed by the board as a prelimi- 
nary question to that of fixing an amount for 
the expense of the new buildings. 

Some of the members, independent of the 
question as to whether the courthouse ought 
to be rebuilt or improved, wanted to ask the 
county for $500,000 and decide all other mat- 
ters afterwards. 

Others were of the opinion that the count 
would be unwilling to vote more than $250,000, 
and the question of the courthouse ought to 
be decid first in order to ascertain exactly 
how much to ask ~~ bm ayy A mat pe this 

Finally it was dec oO 
until after the meeting of the board with the 
committee from the city council 

Opinions of Leading Citizens. 

In the meantime the discussion of the mat- 
ter has been continued along the street, and 
several prominent citizens have expressed 
themselves in regard to the matter. Here 
are a few showing the drift of opinion: 

Sheriff Barnes—We need more roof in the 
courthouse; that is certain. As it is we are 
too cramped for anything, and business is re- 
tarded on eccount of the lack of sufficient 
room to properly transact the affairs of the 
county. I am satisfied with the present lo- 
cation and if the proper extentions are made 
it will answer, I think, every purpose and will 
be an ornament and a pride to the county. I 
believe in a plenty of room and as much 
fresh air as I can get. That, too, you know, 
is the policy of Mr. Hill, one of my deputies 
in the office. I also belfeve that we ought 
to have a new jail and a reformatory prison, 
and the sooner we get them the better it 
will be for the county. As to the amount 
of money I believe the people are willing to 
vote what is right. 

Ordinary Calhoun—My own rooms are large 
and pleasant, but still they are not sufficient- 
ly ample to accommodate the demands that 
ere made upon the office. The business of 
the court of ordinary is increasing every year 
and with it the demand grows for larger ac- 
commodations. When we hold an important 
trial of any kind the room is crowded to over- 
flowing, and there is scarcely room to turn 
around. I enn manage very well as it is, 
but I shoula like to have a larger courtroom, 
I think if the courthouse is extended and 
otherwise refitted it will auswer the purpose 
for several years to come. , E do not think 
the people just at this time would be willing 
to vote the money that is needed to build a 
new courthouse. 

Commissioner Collier—I do not think that 
the county would be willing to give us more 
than $250,000 for all of the work, including 
the new jail and the reformatory prison. The 
latter at the farthest, in my opinion and ac- 
cording to the estimates, will not cost over 
$50,000, while the cost of the jail will not ex- 
ceed $125,000 or $140,000. With the remainder 
we will have enough to fit dp the courthouse 
in excellent style and make it sufficient for 
several years to come. The courthouse will 
never, in my opinion, be moved from where 
it is at present, and I[ think that the utmost 
that can be done at this time is simply to ex- 
tend it by making use of the adjacent prop- 
erty. If we ask for too much money the out- 
come of it will be that we will get nothing 
at all. 

Captain Nelms-—.The county will never be 
willing to vote a large sum of money to be 

iled up in the city as long as country wagons 
break own in coming over the roads. I would 
like to see magnificent pubiic buildings in 
the city, but when I come to vote ip the mat- 
ter I must act with prudence and common 
gense and not run the risk of losing every- 
thing by asking for too much. In my opin- 
ion the county will be willing to give us about 
$200,000 or $250,000. The courthouse, in 
my judgment. will noc be moved. 

Alderman Arnold Broyles—I was one of the 
committee to meet with the county commis- 
sioners and confer upon the advisability of 
building a joint courthouse and city hall. I 
am in favor of the project, and believe that 
it should be carried out at once. If the com- 
missioners do not agree to build a courthouse, 
the city will go ahead and erect a city hall. 
We must have it. 

Captain D. G. Wylie—I am in favor of a new 
courthouse, new jail and a new city hall. I 
don’t think, however, that it ts good policy 
to build them together. We should ‘have ail 
three by all means. 

Captain A. B. Connolly—The city should 
have a city hall. I heartily favor any move- 
ment that looks toward giving us an elegant 
new home for our city offices. I believe that 
the day is near when a magnificent edifice 
will be erected by the citv to which our cit- 
izens can point visitors with pride. [| want to 
ar a Ie aes ont jail also.

DELIVERED TO _PIANTINIS FATHER 


¥or the First Time He Sees the Letter Left 
by the Suicide, and Says Selite 
Wrote It—Selita’s Condition. 


A dainty pair of ladies’ gloves specked 
with blood, a small bulldog revolver, a plain 
case gold watch, souvenirs of a terrbile trag- 
edy, were yesterday afternoon turned over 
to F. Piantini, father of the misguided man 
who last week took his own life. 

Since the shooting at the Metropolitan 
eleven days ago the articles mentioned have 
been in the possession of Chief Connolly 
at police headquarters. They were taken 
from the room in the hotel in which the 
illfated pair attempted to take their lives 
on the night of the shooting. Captain 
Thompson brought the articles to the police 
station. 

Mr. Keith, of the Metropolitan hotel, had 
a bill against Piantini for damage to bed- 
ding andthe watch was held by the offi- 
cers to insure the payment of his bill. ‘The 
bed clothing was saturated in blood and had 
to be destroyed. Yesterday the elder Pi- 
antini called at the hotel and paid the bill. 
From there he went to police headquarters 
and asked for the articles which were taken 
from the room by Captain Thompson. 

The appearance of the father of the su- 
icide was sadly changed from what it was ten 
days ago and the spirit which had before 
characterized him was conspicuously miss-- 
Ing. 

In a low tone of voice, sunk almost to a 
whisper, he asked for the articles and Chief 
Connolly took from his safe a large package 
containing them. There were the gloves 
Miss Muegge had worn neatly folded, with 
here and there a tiny speck of blood. The 
pretty little revolver with two empty cham- 
bers was there with Piantini’s watch which 
had stopped to count the progress of time 
about four hours after the tragedy. 

And inside were the two letters left by the 
two suicides. Piantini for the first time 
saw them and eagerly his eyes ran over 
their contents. The muscles of his’ face 
twitched as he read. 

“That one,” said he, pointing to the one 
signed Selita and Umberto, in which their 
intention to die together was announced, 
“was written by Selita herself. That is her 
writing. ‘The other, the one in Italian, was 
written by my son.” 

His voice shook sadly as he handed the 
letters back to the chief. He was given 
his son’s watch, and, placing it in his pocket, 
he left.

SUPREME COURT OF GEORGIA. 


Decisions Rendered Thursday, 
Howell v. Mayor and Council of Athens. 
Municipal elections. Registration. Statutes. 
Before Judge Hutchins. Clarke superior 
court. 

1. The true construction of the act ap- 
proved February 28, 1874, (acts of 1874, p. 
176) entitled ‘‘an act to amend the charter of 
the city of Athens, and for other purposes,” 
is that it contemplates a system of registra- 
tion for only one election annually, and con- 
sequently that the system is confined to the 
election of municipal officers. It follows 
that at the time of holding the election to 
determine the question of issuing waterworks 
bonds, this election having been held on Sep- 
tember 30, 1892, there was no statutory re- 
quirement upon the municipal authorities to 
order registration as a preliminary to this 
election. 

_2. According to the principle decided in 
Kaigler v. Roberts, 15 8. E. Rep. 542, the act 
of 1878, embraced in section 508 (1) of the 
code, lays down the rule for gy 
whether or not two-thirds of the quailifi 
voters of the city voted in favor of issuing 
the bonds in question, that rule being~ that 
the tally sheet’ of the last preceding general 
election shall be taken as a correct enumera- 
tion of the qualified voters.

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A Negro: “Sub” Carrier at the Athens 
Postofiice Arrested, 


AND HE TESTIFIES AGAINST HIMSELF 


The Charge Against Him Is Embezsling 
Postal Funds—Deputy Marshal Thomas 
Made the Arrest. 


Alfred Witliams, 2 negro “sub” carrier 
in the Athens postoflice, charged with the 
embezzlement of postal funds, was commit- 
ted to jail yesterday in default of a bond 
for $2,000 by United States Commissioner 
O. OC. Fuller. 

Williams is a negro about twenty years 
old. apparently.: and seems to be very 
intelligent, 

The career of Williams as a criminal was 
a short one, and such was his inexperience 
that he helped to settle his guilt more clear- 
ly upon himself.. About two weeks ago one 
of the carriers in the Athens postoffice 
where ‘Williams has been for nearly two 
years as a “sub,”’ was given two registered 
letters to deliver. The name of the car- 
rier was Frank Derricott, a negro also. 
Derricott signed for the letters, but being in 
a hurry left them upon his desk in the mail 
room. Williams, who, with a boy, was at 
work in one end of the room, saw the letters 
and picked them up, placing them in his 
pocket. He must have perceived that he 
was seen, for he immediately walked over 
to the chief mail clerk and handed him two 
of the letters, with the remark that he had 
found them on Derricott’s desk. The clerk 
then turned the letters over to the assist- 
ant postmaster, who gave insructions that 
DerricM was to get the letters fron him. 

While all this was occurring Derricott, 
who was out making his delivery, suddenly 
remembered that he had left the three reg- 
istered letters on his desk and hurried back 
to secure them. When he reached the of- 
lice he was informed that the registered let- 
ters were in the hands of the assistant post- 
master, Derricott hastened to get them 
but was surprised when he was handed only 
two letters. He insisted that there had 
been three letters left on his desk, all of 
them registered letters, and refused to take 
the two until the third one was produced. 
The assisant postmaster then called for the 
clerk who stated that but two letters had 
been given him. Williams was called up 
and reiterated his statement that there 
were only two letters on the desk.

But in his extreme efforts to vindicate 
himself he made a mistake. He gave the 
address of the third registered letter! Wil- 
liams’s answer convinced the assistant post- 
master that he knew something about the 
third letter, but, curious to say, he was not 
searched or any effort made to find it. 
Derricott took matters into his own hands 
and swore out a warrant against Williams, 
charging him with embezzling postal funds. 
He was taken before a state magistrate but 
was r@ecased as the state courts had no : 
authority to dispose of his case, as no of- Aryl 
fense against the state laws had been com- € 
mitted. 

Postoffice In§pector Baird>was informed 
of the incident after some days had elapsed, 
and, after getting together the evidence 
against Williams, swore out a warrant, 
which was placed in the hands of Deputy 
Marsha! J. C: Thomas, one of the best 
men in the revenue service. The United 
Stutes deputy marshal went to Athens 
Wednesday and returned with his prisoner 
7 on the 1 o'clock train yesterday.
